Edinburgh Meeting: Section of Medical Sociology. < 
THe names of the officers of this Section were given in 
the list which appeared in the SuppueMeEnt last week. The 
personnel has, it will be noted, a strong bearing on the 
subject chosen for discussion: ‘‘ The future relationship 
of the municipalities to the voluntary hospitals of this 
country.” It is believed that the subject is particularly 
topical in view of the proposed reform of the Poor Law 
system, and those who wish to take part in the discussion 
should communicate with one of the Secretaries of the 
Section. 
The Royal Army Medical Corps. 

There appears still to be in the minds of some a mis- 
conception as to the attitude of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation in regard to the Royal Army Medical Corps, and 
this may be preventing suitable candidates from applying 
for commissions in that corps. It should be clearly under- 
stood that any differences of opinion there were between the 
Association and the War Office as regards the terms cf 
service in the R.A.M.C. have been cleared up; that the 
Association is of opinion that the corps now offers a good 
career to suitable men; and that the Association is pledged 
to do whatever it can to induce young medical men of the 
righi type to apply for commissions. Candidates should 
apply either to the dean of their medical school or direct 
to the- Director-General, Army Medical Service, at the 
War Office, Whitehall, London, S.W.1. 


Some Work of the Week. 
_ The committee work of the week ending on February 5th 
illustrates the manner in which the British Medical Associa- 
tion seeks to meet the increasing demands upon its 
machinery and to extend its range of service both to the 
profession and to the public. The Standing Subcommittee 
of the Ethical Committee had under consideration on 
February 1st questions raised by tie Federal Committee of 
the Association in Australia as regards the provision for 
confidential communications to members in connexion with 
ethical cases and some points in- connexion with certain 
Classes of advertisement in the Journan which seem to call 
for a fresh definition of policy by the Council of the Associa- 
tion. It also embarked on a review of the central machinery 
for dealing with professional disputes, a topic referred to the 
Central Ethical and Medico-Political Committees by the 
Council in December, on consideration of a motion from the 
Metropolitan Counties Branch calling for a report on the 
subject to be presented to the Annual Representative 
Meeting. The Joint Subcommittee of the Science Com- 
mittee and the Insurance Acts Committee on Collective 
Medical Research, whose first meeting was recorded in this 
column a fortnight ago, met again on February 2nd and 
continued to explore its field of reference. In formulating 
its proposals the subcommittee is making full use of the 
wide experience of the Association in the conduct of such 
research, in which notable pioneer work was done under the 


auspices of the Collective Investigation Committee of the 
Association between 1880 and 1890.. A meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the Ministry of Health took place as arranged, 
the object being to secure such support in this work as may 
be rendered to the Association by the standing organization 
of the Ministry. Progress has been made with a scheme of 
no small potential value to the profession, and more par- 
ticularly to general practitioners. A special subcommittee 
of the Public Health Committee, the fruit of a resolution of 
the Representative Body at Nottingham instructing tne 
Council to consider and report on how Branches and 
Divisions of the Association, as voluntary bodies, can make 
a contribution towards public education in health as advo- 
cated in Sir George Newman’s memorandum, held its second 
meeting; its reference had been extended by the Council 
to a consideration of ‘‘ How the British Medical Associa- 
tion, either centrally or locally, can contribute towards 
public education in health.’”? Several methods of developing 
the Association’s activities in this connexion were discussed 
and recommendations were provisionally formulated for 
submission to the Public Health Committee. 

During the week the Medical Secretary attended two 
meetings of considerable interest: on er 3ist a 
meeting of the Executive, followed by a general meeting 
of the Post-Graduate Hostel, and on Thursday, February 
3rd, a meeting of the Guthrie Society of the Westminster 
Hospital. At the first of these it was reluctantly decided 
to wind up the Hostel on account of want of support. 
The necessity for this decision is the more unfortunate in 
view of the growing need for such post-graduate facilities 
as the Hoste! had hoped to supply—a need to which the 
correspondence in the Medical Department bears daily and 
increasing witness. At the a of the Guthrie Society 
the Medical Secretary spoke on the problems of medical 
practice. There was a good attendance of students, who 
showed keen interest in all that was said. On the after- 
noon of February 5th the Deputy Medical Secretary 
attended a meeting of the council of the British Patho- 
logists’ Association. This body, whose inaugural meeting 
was noted in the SuprpLement of January 22nd, is approach- 
ing the British Medical Association with a view to full 
discussion of the probable extension of the National Health 
Insurance Acts to include the provision of pathological 
services, and the development of the schemes already being 
established throughout the country in this connexion. it 
is hoped that a plan applicable to the Insurance Committee 
areas throughout the country may be formulated. Among 
the items of interest dealt with in the course of routine 
correspondence in the Medical Department one merits 
individual reference. It is a point which*has arisen in 
Durham, where a local lodge of the Miners’ Association has 
expressed a wish to meet the local doctors with a view to 
reduction in the present contract rates for medical atten- 
dance, and has stated that payment will be in abeyance 
until such a meeting has been arranged. Local practi- 
tioners have been advised to resist any such reduction, and 
the lodge has been informed from headquarters that in 


doing so the local profession will have the full support of

Braprorp Drviston.—On Wednesday, 
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that the condition was not carcinomatous, nor that of von Reck- 
linghausen’s disease. There was a slight suggestion of epithélioma, 
but no resemblance to any definite type of new growth. The 
patient had had pleurisy a year previously; he had been brought 
with a view to obtaining suggestions as to diagnosis, and Dr. Davis 
suggested the exclusion of the condition being secondary to myeloid 
tumour by radiographical examination of the small bones of the 
hands and elsewhere. 

Mr. H. N. Frercuer showed a case of pyonephrosis in a woman, 
which had commenced during her third pregnancy, After drainage 
by the ureteric catheter the temperature fell to normal and rigors 
ceased. When the catheter was removed the symptoms recurred, 
relief again following catheterization. Complete recovery ensued. 
He also presented three cases of exophthalmic goitre. In the first 
the condition was mild, but there was little or no improvement with 
medical treatment for two years. The pulse was 120 to 130, 
and there was marked tremor. Slight improvement followed 
tonsillectomy, but rapid benefit was produced by removal of the 
whole of one lobe and two-thirds of the other lobe of the thyroid 
gland. Only a trace of exophthalmos persisted; the patient was 
still excitable, but the tremor had disappeared. The two other 
cases were not very severe, but there had been marked exophthalmos, 
tachycardia, and tremor. A discussion followed on the technique 
of thyroidectomy, the anaesthetic employed, and the relative values 
of operation, 2 rays, and medical treatment; in this Dr. Donald 
Hall and Mr. F. E, Fielden took part. 

Mr. J. R. H. Turton showed a case of partial gastrectomy for 
carcinoma. The patient had progressed very well for twenty months 
after the operation, and had gained 2 st. in weight, but relapse 
and recurrence of the seg | had followed Christmas fare. 
X rays showed no signs of new ulceration. He also showed a case 
of gastric ulcer, which had perforated twice: on the first occasion 
into the greater sac, and on the second into the lesser sac. Simple 

astro-enterostomy was the only feasible operative treatment ow 

the adhesions which were present, 

Mr. Firzmavurice-Ketty showed a case of tuberculous infection of 
the tonsil, and another of subspinous dislocation of the humerus. 
A single z-ray photograph showed the head of the humerus in an 
apparently normal position, while stéreoscopic pictures revealed the
